The largest of the lava streams is 750 feet 
wide, or about the width of three city blocks 
in New York, and about 50 feet high. It 
advances like a huge serpent at the rate of 
eleven feet an hour. 

The bulk of this lava is enormous. Its 
frontage is as much, both in height and 
width, as three blocks in a small American 
city. It is headed in the direction of the 
sea. It moves steadily onward with a me- 


chanical.regularity that is appalling. The 


| extent of its journey must depend on the 
mass of lava that Vesuvius yomits. If the 
optput stops, then must the flery river cease, 
but as long as thousands of tons of molten 
rock pour from the crater must the stream 
push its way onward, leaving no one can say 
how much havoc in its path. 

The redbot river proceeds with an awful 


roar, it is a dull purple by day, the hot lava 


cooling rapidly on the surface. As it splits 
p in moving the redhot mass is revealed 
here and there. 
There are three lava streams descending 


respectively toward the villages of Veterana 


and Crocelle and the Town of Resina. 

The last named is seriously threatened. 
It is a place of 13,000 inhabitants, directly on 
the coast and five miles southeast of Naples. 
It is almost on the site of ancient Hercula- 
neum, and it is bullt upon lava. It has not 
been seriously hurt by Vesuvius since 1631, 
when a violent eruption wrought much havoc 
there. It is a place which many Americans 
visit while exploring the Herculaneum ex- 
cavations. 

Naples is nine miles away, three miles 
further than Pompeii, and this may make a 
difference. Besides that the previling winds 
do not blow from Vesuvius toward Naples.

Intending to Kill M. Millerand of La 

Lanterne She Shoots His Associate — 

It is Another Dreyfus Tragedy—Col. 
Picquart in Secret Confinement. 


Paris, Sept. 23.—- Mme. ee wife of 
M. Charles Ernest Paul mier, member of the 
Chamber of Deputies from the Department 
of Calvades, has added another tragedy to 
the bewildering intricacies of the Dreyfus 
plot. Mme. Paulmier today entered the 
offices of La(Lanterne and asked to see M. 
Millerand. M. Millerand was absent and M. 
Ollivier, who was present, stepped forward 


to receive the lady, who, without waiting for 


any explanation, whipped out a revolver 
and fired twice. M. Ollivier fell to the floor 
wounded. 

Mme. Paulmier was taken into custody and 
when questioned coolly announced: 

** I wished to kill M. Millerand.”’ . 

She explained that La Lanterne had slan- 
dered herself and her husband because her 
husband had written the letter to General 
“Chanoine, the Minister of War, with refer- 
ence to putting a stop to the attacks upon 
the army provoked by the Dreyfus affair.

The military authorities have accomplished 
their plan of stifling’ Colonel Picquart by 
placing him au secret. Colonel Picquart’s 
friends have been denied admission to the 
prison.

He 
nad evidently been hiding in the barn’ loft 
tor several days, as he had a bed made in 
the hay and was watching for an opportuni- 
ty to shoot his brother. 

William went to the Harn at dusk and 
Noble met him with a revolver in his hand. 
| He tried to convince William that he only 
wanted to talk with him and would not 
shoot him, but William made fast tracks 
to the house, where he gave the alarm. In 
a short time 200 armed men surrounded the 


| barn, but before Sheriff Davenport arrived 


Noble had escaped and boarded a Chicago 
and Alton train. The Springfield police 


| were notified, and when the train arrived 


there Noble stepped off into the arms of the 
officers. 

The officers refuse to give him up until 
the $250 reward is paid; which was offered 
by Noble's mother. Abner Kent, Noble's 
gather, died in April, worth 820,000. ~The 
feud is over the estate.

SAY ROOSEVELT 
IS INELIGIBLE 


Followers Claim the 
Colonel’s Change of Resi- 
dence to Washington 
Disqualifies Him. 


AFFIDAVIT BY HIMSELF. 


Attorneys Divided on the Ques- 
tion of His Right to Be- 
come Governor of 

New York. 


STATE LEADERS TROUBLED. 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special.]—The Black 
men played a trump card tonight and are 
jubilant over the feeling that their labors 
will result in the formal announcement to- 
morrow that Mr. Roosevelt will not be a 
candidate for Governor before the Saratoga 
convention. 

The reason for this is that they think he is 
ineligible, having made affidavit before the 
New York Tax Commissioners on March 21 
that his legal residence was in Washington,

For the last few days ex-Judge Edwin 
Countryman, Clarence Lexow, and other 
lawyers have been busy in the inner cham- 
ber of the Governor. The opinion of Edward 
Lauterbach, who looked into the circum- 
stances and the law, was received. After 
careful deliberation Mr. Countryman has 
submitted an opinion to Governor Biack 
that Mr. Roosevelt is ineligible to the office 
of Governor of New York by reason of his 
declaration of residence.

ABoosevelt's Affidavit. 
The following affidavit, said to have been 


made by Mr. Roosevelt, is eited in proof: 

Washington, D. C.- Theodore Roosevelt, 
being duly sworn, says: On April 19 last 
I was appointed Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. I came on to Washington and took 
up my residence here. On May 1, 1897, I 
and my family moved out of the house we 
had been occupying in New York City and 
my sister moved in. I had rented the house 


, from her, my understanding being that my 
family should move out on May 1. but that | 


I could stay until Oct. 1, 1897, if I so desired. 

“TIT had no residence in New York 
City and did not vote and could not 
vote there at the last election. Since 
October, 1897, I have not had any domicile 
or residence in New York City, and have not 
and do not now own or lease any dwelling- 


house there whatsoever. 


Last June I rented the house in which 
I am now residing with my family at 1810 
N street, Washington, D. C. In October 
last my family came on here from Oyster 
Bay, L. I., and since then I have been and 
now am a resident of Washington.

He Consults Platt. 

Colonel Roosevelt came to the city from 
ls home in Oyster Bay late today. Hewent 
to the Fifth Avenue Hotel and there had a 
conference with Senator Platt, Chairman 
Odell of the Republican State committee, 
and a number of party leaders. They re- 
mained in conference for several hours and 
at the conclusion Chairman Odell said a 
most satisfactory talk had been had. He 
said Colonel Roosevelt would give out a let- 


ter, in which he would specifically decline 


the nomination on the independent ticket. 
After leaving the hotel Colonel Roosevelt, 
accompanied by his brother-in-law, Douglass 
Robinson, went to the City club. There he 
met several men prominent in the independ- 
ent movement. It was almost 11 o’clock 


jwhen Colonel Roosevelt left the City club 


and proceeded to his sister’s house. When 
seen there and asked about the letter which 


Chairman Odell said would be given out, 


Colonel Roosevelt said: 

I may have a letter to give out at this 
place tomorrow afternoon. I will not prom- 
ise, however.“

Mr. Roosevelt told Chairman Odell over 
the telephone that he had never given up his 
residence in Oyster Bay and that he paid 
taxes there on $50,000 worth of personal 
property.

Three Hundred Lives Lost at the For- 


mer and Two Hundred at the Latter

Island—-Thousands of Houses Demol- | 


ished and Plantations Are Ruined. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Sept. 23.—Mail advices 


which reached here today revealed the full 


extent of the hurricane disaster at the 
Islands of St. Vincent, St. Lucia, and Bar- 
badoes. 

At St. Vincent about 300 lives have been 
lost, not counting the loss of life suf- 
fered through the destruction of shipping. 
The coast is strewn with the wrecks of 
vessels, many of which were from Bar- 
bagoes. Te storm completely wrecked the 
island. 

At the capital, Kingstown, 200 houses 
were demolished, while the suburbs, Cox- 
heath and Montebello, 
Among the principal buildings destroyed 
are the Anglican and Catholic churches, the 
fine new hospital, and Fort Charlotte. 

The following towns and villages were de- 


stroyed: Rose Place, Grand Sable, Arnos- 


vale, Mount Pleasant, Argyle, Wallilabo, 
Barrouallio, Layon, and Buccament, and 
the second city, Georgetown, was consider- 


ably damaged. 


St. Lucia suffered mostly from rain and 
landslides, the deluge lasting ten hours. 


-Cul de Sac and Rousseau Valleys, the cen- 


ters of the cane and cocoa cultivation, were 


‘converted into lakes. 


Many plantations were wrecked, and at 
Mornetabao an avalanche, three miles long, 


covering the valley to the width of a mile, 


and overwhelming several estates, was 
precipitated.

the town and wrecked a portion of . 


The hurricane struck the Island of Bar- 
badoes on the night of Sept. 10, completely 
wrecking that flat, exposed island, and 
sweeping away 10,000 houses, while dam- 
aging thousands more. This left three-quar- 
ters of the inhabitants homeless. Over 100 
people were killed, so far as known. 

The City of Bridgetown was partially de- 
stroyed, and the suburbs, St. Michael and 


Belleville, were entirely demolished. All the 


shipping was wrecked or blown out to sea. 

Alt 
the sugar. estates are damaged and many 


of them are completely wrecked. The total 


estimated damage, besides the loss from the 
cane crop and provisions, is about $1,500,000 
at Barbadoes.

GARCIA REACHES SANTIAGO; 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special.]-- 
Something much in the nature of an Uulti« 
matum was cabled to the evacuation com- 
missioners at Havana today. The American 
representatives were told to inform the 
Spanish military authorities that the United 
States proposes to insist on the immediate 
evacuation of the island. « 

Reference was made to the fact that the 
protocol for an armistice provided for the 
abandonment of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines as a certainty before peace nego- 
tiations would be even considered. The 
American commissioners at Havana were 
instructed that the United States proposes 
to send troops to Havana in the near future 
and when they arrive in the Cuban capital 
they will not take orders from the Spanish 
authorities, but will establish a military gov- . 
ernment at once. 


Te dispatch sent today declares that this 


government will submit to no more tem- 
porizing, but will insist on controlling the 
customs and the government of the island 
as soon as possible after the dry season 
opens, with the end in view that the Ameri« 
can sovereignty shall be established before 
Congress meets. 

The President desires to submit to Cons 
gress certain plans for the future govern< 
ment of Cuba by the people there, and it ia 
considered desirable that these plans should 


de well under way by the end of the dry sen- 
son, so that the garrisons of American troops 


can be withdrawn or at least reduced before 
there is any danger of infection by es 
fever.

into the town. Garcia was accompanied by

hat is expected of us, I know in a general 
way that we are expected to investigate the 
Commissary, Quartermaster, and Medical de- 
partments of the army and to find out who is 
to blame for the complaints which have been 
made. I do not know whether the meetings 
will be open, but cannot see any objection 
to such a course. There may besome things 
which it would be better to hear in private, 
but as I have not seen the President I do 
mot know his wishes in the matter. : 


Cannot Administer Oaths. 


„The army organization may be at fauit 
for some of the reported shortcomings. The 


system which was organized for a body of 


25,000 men may not have been just the thing 
for an army of 275,000 men, and some delays 
naturally occurred, and this is the thing we 
will inqtiire into. We will not have authority 
to administer oaths, but the President, as 
Commander-in-Chief of the army, will prob- 
ably instruct the army officers to appear be- 
fore us and testify, but he can only do this 
so far as the laws and rules governing the 
army permit.

MORE BOULEVARD IN 
DEARBORN AVENUE. 


strain Traffic Wagons from Ruining 
Pavements Containing Car Tracks— 
Business-Men’s Associations Urge It. 


Six North Side business-men’s associations | 
have joined forces to make a boulevard of 
Deatborn avenue, and to secure the passage 
of a city ordinance imposing a fine on any 
person who shall drive a vehicle with two 
wheels of one side within the street car track 
and the other two wheels outside. Alderman 
Walker of the Twenty-fourth Ward has told 
the. business-men such an ordinance can 
pass, and will hold good in the courts. 

After many meetings and much agitation 
the North Clark Street Merchants’ associa- 
tion last year secured the paving of North 
Clark street with asphalt. Shortly after the 
pavement was laid a committee of inspection 
found a rut in it one-half an inch in depth 
extending from Oak to Division street. A 
watch was set, and at daybreak an ice wagon 
was seen moving northward in the street 
with the wheels on one side on the track 
rail and the other two wheels in the rut in 
the asphalt. The result was a‘tstill greater 
depression. The business-men say the ice 
‘wagon still takes its dally course in the same 
old rut, and that the asphalt pavement on 
the east side of the street north of Oak street 
isruined. Ite condition is responsible fur the 
ordinance which soon will be introduced into 
the City Council. 

The men who a few years ago fought the 
proposition to make a pleasure drive of 
Dearborn avenue are now said to be fore- 
most in advocating the measure. The as- 
sociations which are urging the improve- 
ment are one of North Side Grocers, one of 
the Meat-Dealers, and the Wells, the North 
Clark and Division Streets, and the Chi- 
cago Awenue Business-Men’s associations. 
A committee has been appointed, with 
President Gillmann of the Clark street as- 
sociation as chairman, to persuade the 
Dearborn avenue residents and property- 
owners to codperate with the merchants in 
the effort to secure the change of the ave- 
nue to a boulevard. 

Dearborn avenue, between Burton place 
and -Lineoln Park, is already a boulevard. 
‘The intention is, for the present, to ask that 
the pleasure drive be extended only as far

TRICK IN THE COTTON TRADE. 


Producers Say They Will Lose Heavily 
: by the Reduction of the Size of 


the Bale. 


Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 23.—[ Special. }]—~ 
Some intelligent cotton producers of this 
section claim to have discovered a deep laid 
scheme on the part of the middlemen and 
transportation concerns to rob them of con- 
siderable part of the meager profit on their 
crops. If the scheme has worked as well 
as it is understood here to have dong, the 
farmers of the South will be losers to the 
extent of $10,000,000. or more. 

Some months ago a circular was sent by 
the warehcuses as agents of the 
factors, requesting all ginners in the inter- 
est. of the producers to adopt a uniform 
. press bale 27x54 inches, so that the bales 
would be in one size. It was represented 
that by making all of the bales the same size 
a considerable saving could be effected in 
ocean freights. Most of the ginners, 95 
per cent, it is estimated, acquiesced, and 
bullt new press boxes of the regulation size. 
It now develops that the new box holds 
about 20 per cent less than the old one, and 
that the new bales are proportionately 
smaller, weighing when dry about 400 
pounds, instead of 500 as formerly. 

The charge for ginning, packing, storage, 
selling, drayage, and local railroad rates are 
estimated by the bale and remain unchanged. 
This means an aditional cost to the farmer 
» of 20 per cent in marketing his cotton,,or 
about $1 more on.500 pounds. The foreign 
factors determine the price of cotton by the 
| visible supply in bales. There will be a new 
crop this year of over 13,000,000 bales and 


cotton 


2,000,0000 bales left over from last year, 
which will induce the factors to mark prices 


down.

Rutledge’s Past Life. 

Rutledge is not altogether unknown to the 
police. Only a few weeks ago he was ar- 
rested on complaint of Michael Butler, 3602

assault on Butler’s wife. It was alleged by 
Mrs. Butler that Rutledge broke in her 
house in the night, and a serious charge 
was placed against his name. The case was 
thrown out of court. Father Cartan and 
Father Scanlan took a personal interest in 
the prosecution of Rutledge for what the 
priests declared to be a vile crime.’’ But 
their influence was unable to bring about his 
punishment. 

“I am not afraid to talk about it,“ said 
Rutledge last night, regarding the Hickey 
case.

Just as I was going into the 
house I met Will Lamont at 689 Thirty- 
sixth street. He asked me to go with him 
and have a drink. We played pool at Cha- 
nute’s saloon, and about 10 o’clock I started 
for home again. 

Just then Ed Rosenbaum, who says he is

Principal A. E. MacDonald Takes a Dif- 
ferent View—Schoolgirls Tell of 
Jennie Hickey. 


Miss Annie Fitzgerald, who was Jennie 
Hickey’s teacher in the McClellan School, 
and who had the girl in her school room 
on Tuesday, the day of her death, scouts 
the idea that it is a case of suicide. In this 
Miss Fitzgerald is opposed to Principal A. 
E. MacDonald of the same school, who is in- 
clined to think the girl killed herself, ad- 
vancing the points that no motive for mur- 
der was present and that she was hysterical 
and unbalanced. The child’s teacher of a 
year ago, Miss Mary Connors, sides with 
Miss Fitzgerald in the matter. Both de- 
clare Jennie was one of the best behaved 
and brightest girls under their charge. 

*“*Jennie Hickey never showed she was 
a bit different from the other romps of the 
said Miss Connors. She 
was a regular attendant. There was noth- 
ing of melancholia about her as far as I 
could see. If she was troubled at home she 
did not show it here, and I never heard of 
her having threatened to commit suicide.

He 
came to the conclusion of suicide as soon 
as he heard of the body being found. He 
declared the girl was slightly demented and 
hysterical, but the two teachers who came 
in personal contact with her made altogether 
different statements in his presence. | 

Of course it was suicide,“ Mr. Mac- 
Donald sald. Nobody is going to murder 
a little girl like that. Jennie Hickey was 
not right mentally. She used to burst out 
crying suddenly in school and have to be 
hurried from the room. She ran away from 
home two years ago this fall, and I under- 
stand left a note saying she intended com- 
mitting suicide. I understand she had a 
good deal of trouble, which might have led 
her to kill herself.“ 

Principal MacDonald sent the following 
letter to Captain Hayes: 


About two years ago Jennie Hickey was in Miss 
Pottinger’s room in this school, and was truant 
two days.

History of the Deal. 


They encountered two indomitable antag- 
onists in H. Drummond and Mr. Liggett, 
the rulers respectively of the Drummond 
and the Liggett & Myers companies of St. 
Louis. Both refused to consider any offer 
and when a year ago both died within a few 
weeks of each other it was found they had 
carried their antagonism into their wills, 
enjoining the sale of the stock owned by 
their estates except under conditions which 
made purchase difficult. The trust, how- 
ever, renewed its efforts to buy both plants 
and last April the terms of purchase were 
within a hairsbreadth of being agreed to, 
when an unexpected cyclone broke within 
the trust itself. 

President Duke and his followers, like the 
sugar trust magnates, are known as the 
heaviest operators in the stock of the cigaret 
trust on the New York Stock Exchange. 
On one of their bear campaigns they awoke 
to the discovery they had oversold and that 
Standard Oil interests had wrested control 
from them. Duke hurried to New York and 
demanded that the Standard either let him 
have $3,000,000 of the stock at par and his 
old office as President or he would withdraw 
entirely and start a rival cigaret trust. 
American Tobacco was quoted at 117 and 
the demand therefore involved the gift’ of 
over $500,000 to Duke by the Standard as 
well as the former's retention at the head 
of affairs, but Colonel O. H. Payne, who 
represented the Standard, thought it best 
to yield.

Sept. 23.—[Special.]—The 
resolutions adopted by the athletic council 
of the University of Wisconsin declaring 
that Henry F. Cochems and James H. May- | 
bury had violated their amateur standing in 
the institution were made public late today 
and created a tremendous sensation. 
Cochems was Captain of this year’s football 
team and recently resigned at the request of 
members of the faculty. Maybury was Pres- 
ident of the athletic association, but ten- 
dered his resignation a couple of months ago. 

The athletic council relinquished all rec- 
ords made by Cochems and Maybury since 
Sept. 12; 1895.

Finding this insufficient, as some of the 
veterans had families which they could not 
leave, North Carolina set the example of giv- 
ing pensions. Being unable to establish, as 
the federal government had done, a pension 
bureau which would conduct a careless ex- 
amination into the applications, and fix the 

sion in each case, the plan was adopted 
of appropriating a gross sum for pensions— 
as much as the State finances could afford 
for this purpose, which eum was divided pro 
rata among all those Confederate veterans 
asking assistance, whose applications were 
countersigned by their former commanders 
or by the U. C. V. (United Confederate Vet- 
erans) camps to which they belonged.

The announcement that in thirty-three 
years, exactly one generation hence, the 
human race on this globe will be brought 
face to face with starvation would not be 
credited if made by any less authority than 
Sir William Crookes of London, a scientist 
of world-wide reputation.

in Transformation. By Archibald 
R. Colquhoun. Harper & Bros. 
An enormous amount of up-to-date in- 


formation about the China of today has

been gathered by Mr. Colquhoun into these 
400 readable pages. The author is an Eng- 
lishman of wide official and journalistic 
experience, having been, among other 
things, a Deputy Commissioner. in Burmah 
and a correspondent of the London Times 
in the far East. He has traveled over a 
large portion of China as well as of India, 
and his knowledge of these two countries 
enables him to make many helpful com- 
parisons. He makes the mistake of putting 
A rather dull geographical chapter at the 
opening of his book, but when one is safely 
Hast that the volume will be found to be 
Written in a flowing and easy style, terse 
and business-like, as befits a description of 
actual China intended to interest business- 
men, politicians, and travelers. 

Mr. Colquhoun thinks that nothing can 
now save China from dismemberment, but 


he believes the Chinese might have averted 


one tael per ton in every ten miles. 


their fate if they had begun a quarter of a 
century ago to open their empire to for- 
eign commerce and capital. He makes it 
strikingly clear that the ruin of China is 
bad roads. Railroads connecting the capital 
with all the provinces would save the 
Chinese empire from falling to pieces even 
now. Steam or anarchy—there is the al- 
ternative. Railways are wanting, and so 
the great, unwieldy mass has not the 
coherency to hold it together under the 
alternate shocks and wrenchings of the out- 
side powers. 

Lack of transportation facilities lies at 
the bottom of almost every evil and mis- 
fortune that afflicts China. The empire con- 
tains some of the richest coal deposits in 
the world, yet coal is a luxury which can 
be enjoyed by but a handful among China's 
800 millions. Good anthracite can be bought 
at the mine in Shansi for 13 cents a ton, yet 


.g0 execrable are the wagon roads that sixty 


miles from the mine a ton of coal costs 
7 taels, and the price continues to 3 

0 
result is that within less than 100 miles coal 
reaches such a price that its use is im- 
possible. 

The wagon roads in China, where there 
are any at all, are proverbially the worst 
in the world. They are made of bowlders 
and blocks of stone laid loosely together on 
the natural mud, and are good for ten 
years and bad for ten thousand,” as the 
Chinese proverb admits. It is these roads— 
or, rather, this.lack of roads—that is to 
blame for the terrible effects of famine in 
China. If there is a local crop failure be- 
éause of locusts, or tats, or deficient rain- 
fall, or any other reason, there is no way for 
the prosperous districts to feed the unſortu- 
mate sufferers. To carry the enormous 


amounts of grain required over the terribly 


detective roads is an impossible task. Even 


when the government undertakes to pay 


the cost it cannot be done, as was shown 
in the dreadfully destructive famine in 
Shansi and Honan in 1878. The cost of cart 
transport from the Chihli plain to Shansi 


‘was officially stated to be $60 a ton. Asa 


matter of course, the starving inhabitants 
Gied like flies, and five people out of ever 
ten that survived in Shansi learned the tasta 
of human flesh. 

Want of communication is likewise the 
weause of the frequent rebellions in China. 
Most important of all, Mr. Colquhoun points 
out that the existing roads in China are now 
rapidity deteriorating, and the means of com- 
munication have for a decade been grow- 
tng more difficult. The more the roads have 
deen neglected the weaker the government 
Ras become, until now it is perhaps too late 
to prevent dissolution and partition among 
the European powers. Mr. Colquhoun says: 

“The growing weakness of the Peking 
government has, for a long time past, been 
becoming more and more apparent to the 
people and the officials, whose confidence 
had been completely shaken. even beiore 
the shock of recent events. The enfeebled 
control exercised over most of the eighteen 
provirices, especially over those remote from 


‘the capital, is largely due to Peking being 


atithe extremity of the country and to the 


detective condition of the communications. 


The same cause that kills trade on its way 
inland paralyzes the authority of Peking a 
few hundred miles from the capital.“ 

The author advocates the construction ofa 
system of interprovincial railway trunk 
lines in China. It is only by such meas- 
ures,“ he says, that the sudden dissolution 
of China can now be avoided. Nothing, per- 
haps, can prevents its eventual break- up.“ 
He advocates a system of railways based 
on that of India, and the employment of 
the best technical skill of the United States 
and Germany.“ Then he devotes a chapter 
to describing how England must seize and 


occupy the great central portion of China. 


He says: 


lt is from Burmah, on the one hand, and 


¥Yrom Shanghai and Hongkong, on the-other, 
that England must, by aid of steam applied 
overland and by water, effectively occupy 
the upper Yangtsze region, the key to our 
‘position in China. China has ceased to be 
a buffer, and England must effectively oc- 
cup the Yangtsze region and southern 
China if she seriously means to hold her 
Own.”’ 

This is a sufficiently frank and forcible 
Statement of the policy which the British 
| government already shows every indication 
‘of having adopted. In like manner Mr. 
' Colauhovn discusses all the other commer- 
: elal, industrial, and politica! questions that 
gare now uppermost in the Chinese situation.

Volume. This deals with the years 1807-

ne editor, Charles R. King, is a grandson 
of the Federalist statesman. He is a mem- 
ber of the New York and Pennsylvania His- 
torical societies and is thoroughly equipped
